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“Cornbread Mafia” author James Hig¬ 
don spoke to about 60 people on Fri¬ 
day at the Taylor County Public Library 
during a question and answer session 
and book signing. The book details a 
homegrown syndicate’s code of 
silence and the biggest marijuana bust 
in American history, which involved 
Marion County. In the summer of 
1987, Johnny Boone set out to grow 
and harvest one of the greatest out¬ 
door marijuana crops in modern times. 
In doing so, he set into motion a 
series of events that defined him and 
his associates as the largest home¬ 
grown marijuana syndicate in Ameri¬ 
can history, known as the Cornbread 
Mafia. Higdon told the crowd on Fri¬ 
day that there have been times in 
which he has been threatened because 
of the subject of his book. “It’s dan¬ 
gerous,” he said. “I’m telling a factual 
story people don’t want told.” Higdon 
said there has been interest in turning 
his book into a movie, though nothing 
is definite. He is the son of state Sen. 
Jimmy Higdon, R-Lebanon, and lives in 
Lebanon and Brooklyn, New York. 


Man charged

A Taylor County man has pleaded not 
guilty to 100 counts of rape. 

Steven Grapevine, 34, of 1034 Stoner 
Creek Road in Elk Horn, was arrested 
and charged last Thursday with sexu¬ 
ally abusing and raping two teenagers, 
one allegedly for more than two years. 

According to a Taylor County Sher¬ 
iff’s Office report, deputies were told 
that Grapevine allegedly sexually 
abused a 15-year-old girl while she was 
visiting a home in Taylor County. 

Two days later, the report states, a 19-year-old female 
told sheriff’s deputies that, starting when she was 15, 
Grapevine allegedly raped her once or twice a week 
for two and a half years. 

After an investigation, Grapevine was arrested and 
charged with first-degree sexual abuse and indecent 
exposure and 100 counts of first-degree rape. 

Taylor County Sheriff’s Deputy Dickie Benningfield 
investigated. On Friday, Benningfield said deputies

Orange shirt blazon, he makes a 
turn with the mower. Cut grass flies 
and he keeps walking. 

They are put behind bars as pun¬ 
ishment for their crimes. But locally, 
they perform what Taylor County’s 
jailer refers to as community service 
to help themselves and the commu¬ 
nity while serving their sentences. 

Taylor County residents may have 
seen men wearing bright orange 
shirts working at various places in 


the community. They are inmates. 
Taylor County Jailer Hack Marcum 
said only inmates who have commit¬ 
ted nonviolent crimes such as writ¬ 
ing cold checks, owing child support 
or possession of marijuana are 
allowed on work details. 

“And they also have good behav¬ 
ior,” he said. “They’re just not bad.” 

Marcum said about 25 inmates 
leave the Taylor County Detention 
Center at around 7:30 a.m. each 
weekday to begin an eight-hour 
workday. 

There is a guard standing by for 
about every four inmates. Inmates 
are searched as they come back to 
the detention center. 


In exchange for their work, the 
inmates receive $12.60 a month, 
which equates to about 63 cents a 
day, Marcum said. 

Inmates perform a number of tasks, 
he said, from painting to cleaning to 
whatever they are asked to help with. 

“They get to get outside first,” he 
said. “They get different training.” 

Some inmates work at the detention 
center’s garden, Marcum said, which 
might have a decent yield this year. 

Marcum said inmates painted the 
bridges at Miller Park this summer 
and cleaned and painted at the local 
school systems to help them prepare 
for the school year.

A Campbellsville 
man has been charged 
with not complying 
with the terms of his 
sex offender registra¬ 
tion. 

Bradley Lee Milsap, 

43, of 704 Rockford 
Lane, was indicted 
last Tuesday by a 
Taylor County grand 
jury. 

He was charged with failure to 
comply with the sex offender regis¬ 
try and being a first-degree persis¬ 
tent felony offender. 

According to the indictment, Mil- 
sap allegedly changed his address in 
January and failed to notify the Divi¬ 
sion of Probation and Parole. The 
indictment alleges that this is Mil- 
sap’s second or subsequent offense. 

According to the Kentucky Sex 
Offender Registry, Milsap is a life¬ 
time registrant who was convicted of 
first-degree sodomy and rape of a 
24-year-old. 

This is the second time he has been 
charged with violating his registra¬ 
tion terms in Taylor County. He was 
also charged with the violation while 
living in Texas. 

Milsap is listed as noncompliant 
with the terms of his registration. 
His last reported address is the 
Rockford Lane home. 

The registry states that his current 
address is the Holliday Transfer 
Facility in Huntsville, Texas. 

Bond was set at 10 percent of 
$5,000. If convicted, Milsap could be 
sentenced to as much as five years in 
prison. The charge of being a persis¬ 
tent felony offender could increase 
any sentence he might receive. 

Also indicted: 

• Elwin Hardin, 71, of 115 Durrett 
St. in Campbellsville, was charged 
with criminal attempt to commit 
first-degree arson, first-degree wan¬ 
ton endangerment, first-degree 
criminal mischief and DUI. 


According to a Campbellsville 
Police Department news release, 
police responded to a call of damage 
to the Taylor County Detention Cen¬ 
ter at 8:17 p.m. on June 25. 

The report states that Elwin report¬ 
edly drove his vehicle into the over¬ 
head doors that lead to the sally-port 
area where police deliver prisoners. 

Bond was set at $20,000 cash. If con¬ 
victed, Hardin could be sentenced to 
as much as 30 years in prison.

Insurance company files suit against city 


Alleges city failed to maintain 
stop sign, which caused crash

A Louisville insurance company 
has filed suit against the city, claim¬ 
ing that it failed to maintain a stop 
sign that caused a crash on South 
Central Avenue. 

Louisville attorney Craig Hazelet 
Clark filed suit in Taylor Circuit 
Court on behalf of American Nation¬ 
al Property & Casualty Co. of Louis¬ 
ville on July 31. City of Campbells¬ 
ville is listed as the defendant. 

According to the claim, ANPAC 
provides insurance for Jody Gomez, 


who owns a vehicle that was involved 
in a crash in Campbellsville on April 
23, 2011. 

The claim alleges that at the inter¬ 
section of South Central Avenue and 
Martin Luther King Jr. Boulevard, 
the city failed to maintain a stop 
sign. 

ANPAC claims that the city’s fail¬ 
ure led to a collision between Gomez’s 
vehicle, which was being driven by 
Zachary C. Warner, and another 
vehicle being driven by Gregory H. 
Tungate. 

The claim alleges the collision 
caused damage to Gomez’s vehicle 
and injury to the passengers in the 
vehicle. 

As a result of the collision, the 
claim alleges, ANPAC paid damages 


that totaled $38,228.61. ANPAC 
claims the city is responsible for 
those damages and asks that it be 
reimbursed for them. 

ANPAC is also asking for interest 
and court costs. 

Campbellsville Mayor Tony Young 
did not respond to a request for com¬ 
ment about the claim. 

City Attorney John Miller referred 
comment on the claim to Elizabeth¬ 
town attorney Jason Bell. 

At press time, neither Bell nor 
Clark had returned phone calls to 
comment. 

City of Campbellsville had not filed 
a formal answer to the complaint at 
press time, nor were there any pend¬ 
ing court dates set in the case.

We couldn’t be hap¬ 
pier with the start of the 2012- 
2013 school year.” 

Taylor County Superinten¬ 
dent Roger Cook said he, too, 
has been pleased with the 
start of the year, especially 
since there have been many 
changes at his district. 

Tony Jewell is now principal 
at Taylor County Middle School 
and Donna Williams was named 
interim principal at Taylor 
County Elementary School. 

“The faculty and staff have 
pitched in to help them make 
the transition to their new posi¬ 
tion very smooth,” Cook said. 

He said there have been 
some issues with making sure 
all Taylor County’s students 
addresses are correct and 
that they ride the right bus to 
get home after school. 

“But even in transportation 
the first day of school, we only 
had one child get on the wrong 
bus, and even that was because 
of an address we had been 
given by the parent that was 
incorrect,” he said. “I cannot 
brag enough on the job that our 
bus drivers have done so far.” 

Cook said the district has 
had some minor issues with 
its air conditioning system 
but is doing some mainte¬ 
nance work to correct them. 

He said the district has about 
2,630 students, which is about 
10 more than last year’s counts. 
Many are from Somalia and a 
few are from other states. 

Enrollment figures for both 
districts will become more 
stable around Labor Day, 
Deaton and Cook said. 

For this school year, Cook said, 
the Taylor County district will 
strengthen its performance-based 
education model to help students 
accelerate at their own pace. He 
said the district is also trying to add 
more technology to make instruc¬ 
tion more exciting for students. 

“We are offering some curricu¬ 
lum we have not offered before, 
mainly in the area of career 
readiness,” Cook said. “Students 
will see our teachers more 
engaged in being creative in their 
classrooms in order to keep stu¬ 
dents more engaged and working 
on real life applications.” 

Campbellsville Elementary 

Principal Ricky Hunt said 
his students are doing well 
and come to school with 
smiles on their faces. 

“When you see that many 
smiles on a daily basis, things 
have to be going great.” 

Hunt said kindergarten 
enrollment is up at his school 
and a few schedules have been 
changed to maintain small 
class sizes.

CES has added a set of secu¬ 
rity doors in its front lobby to 
create a foyer area for visitors 
who enter the building.

Current enrollment at CES 
is 480, which is an increase of 
about 20 students when com¬ 
pared to last year’s count. 

Hunt said CES has a new 
math program this year and 
will continue its web-based 
reading instruction. 

“We will continue providing 
the best educational opportu¬ 
nities for our students. Our 
goal is embedded in our 
guidelines for success, which 
is recited each morning,” he 
said. “As always, we will con¬ 
tinue to provide the ‘best’ for 
our Eagle family.” 

Taylor County Elementary 

Interim Principal Donna Wil¬ 
liams said staff members are 
building relationships with TCES 
students and trying to make them 
feel comfortable at school. 

“Although we have a large build¬ 
ing, we have a very caring staff.” 

Williams said visitors might 
notice a bit more noise in the 
TCES hallways. She said many 
students are accelerating in cer¬ 
tain areas and are on the move. 

“The noise you hear is the 
noise of excited students who 
are learning.” 

This year, Williams said, the 
school’s morning meeting will 
be in the gymnasium each Fri¬ 
day morning to celebrate accom¬ 
plishments with students. 

As of last week, there are more 
than 1,100 students enrolled at 
TCES, though she said she 
expects that number to increase 
when preschool begins Aug. 20. 

“Our focus this year, as in the 
past, is on helping all students 
be successful and reach their 
full potential,” Williams said. 

As students excel, she said, they 
are advanced to the next grade 
level, even if that means they 
must travel to Taylor County 
Middle School for instruction. 

“Because of this philosophy, 
students are able to succeed 
at their own level and no stu¬ 
dents fail,” she said. “Stu¬ 
dents are given the support 
needed to be successful.” 

Williams said she is enjoy¬ 
ing her new position. 

“Everyone has been so posi¬ 
tive and our staff is awesome. 
The students are so eager to 
learn and make my day when 
I see their smiles. 

“I actually learned some facts

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Taylor County Detention Center inmates work at 
various places throughout the community. Here, an 
inmate mows the Taylor County Courthouse lawn.

'‘And they did a good job,” 
Marcum said. “A real good 
job. They do a lot of com¬ 
munity service.” 

Marcum said inmates 
are used on the city’s road 
crew, which saves taxpay¬ 
er dollars by getting work 
done for free. 

“That saves them two 
hands,” he said. 

Marcum said some of the 
inmates travel to Green 
County each day to help with 
the community’s road crew. 
The detention center has a 
contract with the county to 
house its inmates. 

“That benefits us and 
them to,” he said. 

Inmates also spend time 
working at Campbellsville 
Housing & Redevelopment 
Authority, Campbellsville/ 
Taylor County EMS and 
Campbellsville Fire & Rescue. 

Marcum said they have 
done concrete work to mow¬ 
ing to cleaning fire trucks. 

“Just whatever,” he said. 
“They’re capable of anything.” 

Inmates are no longer 
used at the Taylor County 
Animal Shelter. 

Marcum said each entity 
that receives inmate workers 
undergoes training before 
the workers can begin. 

The community also gets 
a bit of a facelift, thanks to 
the inmates. Marcum said 
they are used to pick up 
trash on the sides of the 
roads. 

Marcum said he will soon 
begin giving a report at 


the monthly Taylor County 
Fiscal Court meeting as to 
how many hours inmates 
work each month, along 
with how many worked, 
where they worked and 
how much trash they col¬ 
lected during the month. 

He said having inmates 
working in the community 
is good for the inmates as 
well as the community. 

“It’s working well,” Mar¬ 
cum said. “There have been 
no problems reported.” 


And Marcum said those 
in charge of community 
projects who need a bit of 
extra help can always 
contact the detention cen¬ 
ter and ask for inmate 
labor. 

“As long as it’s not a pri¬ 
vate program, we’ll help,” 
he said. “I want people to 
see that we’re trying to do 
the right thing. 

“We just enjoy our jobs,” 
Marcum said. “And help¬ 
ing the public.” 


Crime: Man charged with 100 counts 


called Grapevine in for 
questioning after receiv¬ 
ing the reports. During an 
interview, Benningfield 
said, Grapevine admitted 
to doing some of the acts 
he is accused of commit¬ 
ting. After that interview, 
Benningfield said, Grape¬ 
vine was arrested. 

According to Grapevine’s 
arrest citations, he allegedly 
exposed himself to one of the 
girls and touched her breasts. 

Court records state that 
Grapevine admitted ver- 
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bally and in a written 
statement to sexually abus¬ 
ing one of the girls and 
raping the other. 

First-degree rape is a Class 
B felony. If convicted, Grape¬ 
vine could be sentenced to 
as much as 20 years in pris¬ 
on on each count. 

The first-degree sexual 
abuse charge is a Class D 
felony, punishable by as 
much as five years in pris¬ 
on. The indecent exposure 
charge is a misdemeanor 
offense. 


According to Taylor 
County Detention Center 
records, Grapevine was 
booked at 3:21 p.m. on 
Thursday and remains 
incarcerated at press 
time. 

Grapevine appeared in 
Taylor District Court on 
Friday for arraignment. 
He pleaded not guilty to 
the charges. Bond was set 
at $100,000 cash. Grape¬ 
vine is expected to appear 
in court again Wednesday 
for a preliminary hearing.
